1. The Applicant, LG Electronics Inc., (hereinafter called LG), a Korean Corporation 
having its principal place of business at 20 Yoido-dong, Youngdungpo-gu, Seoul, 
150-010, Korea, hereby petitions to the Commissioner of Patents and 
Trademarks to accept the attached Oath and Declaration signed by LG's 
authorized representative. 

2. The Applicant was an employer of the inventor Yoon Seok Yang at least as of 
January 16, 2002, when the inventor signed the Declaration and Assignment 
papers submitted to the USPTO on January 16, 2002, in which the inventor 
agreed to assign to LG all right, title, and interest worldwide in the subject 
application, Serial No. 10/050,274. A copy of the Assignment recorded on 
January 16, 2002 is enclosed.

4. Mr. Yoon Seok Yang had originally signed the oath and declaration on January 
16, 2002 (copy attached), however Mr. YANG inadvertently neglected to state his 
citizenship 

5. Mr. Yoon Seok Yang is unavailable. 

6. The last known address for Mr. Yang is 1 14-2004, Samsung Raemian Apt., #23, 
Dowon-dong, Yongsan-gu, Seoul 140-748, Korea. Mr. Yang is a former LG 
Electronic employee and he no longer works for LG Electronics. 

7. On March 20, 2007, Ms. Soo Young JANG, who is an employee (paralegal) at 
KBK & Associates, called 017-275-3639, the last known phone number for Mr. 
Yang. She received a response that the number had been disconnected. 

8. On March 21, 2007, Ms. Jang sent a letter enclosing the declaration to Mr. Yang 
by registered mail. This letter was returned to Ms. Jang on March 28, 2007, with 
a notice indicating that Mr. Yang was unavailable. Under the normal policies of 
the Korean postal system, the mail carrier first tried to deliver the letter on March 
22, 2007, but Mr. Yang was absent. The mail carrier again tried to deliver the 
letter on March 23, but he was absent. The mail carrier left a message indicating 
that the post office would keep the letter until March 26, 2007 for pick-up. Mr. 
Yang did not pick the letter up by that time, and the post office returned the letter 
by mail to Ms. Jang. She received the returned letter on March 28, 2007. 

9. The Applicant made a diligent effort to reach the latter inventor, but the inventor 
is unavailable.

On May 23, 2007, Ms. Jang called 017-275-3639, the last known phone number 
for Mr. Yang. She received a response that the number had been disconnected. 



11. The Applicant herein makes a prima facie case that (a) the invention has been 
assigned to the Applicant; and (b) that the inventors had agreed to assign to the 
Applicant all rights in the present application. 

The Oath and Declaration of the current patent Applicant was dated October 16, 
2003, and the inventors signed on October 16, 2003, the Assignment, in which 
the inventor agreed to assign to LG all right, title, and interest worldwide 
originated by the inventor, including all the disclosed invention. As such, the 
Applicant is the Assignee of the entire interest in the present application. 

Thus, a prima facie case that (a) the invention has been assigned to Applicant; 
and (b) that the inventor had agreed to assign to the Applicant all rights to the 
present application, is herein established at least by the preponderance of the 
evidence, and as memorialized in the attached Declaration and Assignment 
papers and as recorded in the USPTO.
